Henry W. Morgan, chief

The body was. identified by 
a son, Harry N.. Morgan, 301

who told police his father had 
had a heart attack six years ago 
and was suffering from a 
paralysis that had reached the 
brain. 

Police estimated the body fell 
about 160 feet. It struck a trol- 


| ley wire guide cable about 25 


feet from the street, landing on 
the head in Thirteenth. 

John’-Petric; bartender at 
1233 Olive street, said he saw 
the body strike the guide wire. 
“It then fell head first to the 
street,” he said 

Morgan, 60 years old, lived 
at 5284A Waterman boulevard 
A railroad company employe 
told police he saw Morgan on 
the fifteenth floor of the build- 
ing writing a note.

He was 24 years 
old. 

Dean, often compared to Mar- 
lon Brando, was driving to a 
road race in Salinas, Calif., the 
location site for the movie 
which catapulted him to star- 
dom. 


Dean, an enthusiastic amateur 
sports car racer, was the sec- 
ond young Hollywood leading 
man killed recently. Robert 
Francis, the Willie Keith of 
“The Caine Mutiny,” died July 
31 in a plane crash at Burbank, 
Calif. 

The California highway patrol 
said a car driven by Donald 
Turnupseed, 23, of Tulare, 
turned left off Highway 466 on- 
to Highway 41 and collided al- 
most head on with Dean's Por- 
sche Spyder. Turnupseed, a stu- 
dent at California Polytechnic 
College, at San Luis Obispo, 
suffered minor injuries.

For most residential users in city and county’ 
the annual charge*would amount to $5.10. Stand- 
ing alone, that may not appear to be unreason- 
able. But when St. Gouisans begin measuring 
it against their present direct, out-of-pocket 
costs, questions are bound to be raised. 

Currently, for example, St. Louis is spending 
something under $550,000 on the field mainte- 
nance of its sewer system. This takes the 
product of about 4 cents of the municipal tax 
rate. Accordingly, a city property owner whose 
assessment runs to the average of $4000 pays 
only $1.60 a year for sewer maintenance. People 
are going to want to know why the sewer service 
charge must be so much higher than that. 

An important-part of the reason, of course, 
is thaf the $1.60 isa‘ rock-bottom figure. It does 
not cover many of the indirect costs of sewer 
operations — legal services, for example — now 
carried by other municipal departments. But 
the Sewer District must make provision in its 
organization for these services, so there is some 
duplication. 

Another important factor is city policy. The 
city seems to be dead set on forcing the District 
to buy those items of city sewer equipment that 
the District needs. This means the St. Louis 
taxpayer is helping to buy the equipment for 
a second time. It would make more sense if 
the city gave the District what it needed. The 
city also ought not to attempt to make a profit 
on any services it performs for the District. 

William Q. Kehr, the District’s executive di- 
rector, has said some of these items are non- 
recurring, and in future years this probably 
would permit the service charge to be decreased. 
That remains to be seen, of course. 

One other factor Is that the District's budget 
may well be somewhat inflated,“especially with 
respect to legal, engineering and perhaps even 
other overhead expenses. 

The $5.10 basic service charge is based on 
the District’s stated need for $2,139,000 in oper- 
ating revenue. If the District sought to raise 
that much money through the traditional means 
of the property tax instead of a service charge,. 
a levy of 9 cents would be indicated. 

Under this method the man with a home 
assessed at $4000 would pay only $3.60 a year 
for sewer service. This compares with the $1.60 
he pays now and the $5.10 he probably would 
pay under the service charge method of financ- 
ing. Clearly the property tax method is prefer- 
able for the “average” city property owner or 
for those with the least ability to pay. 

The City Administration has given notice that 
it would oppose any attempt to finance District 
operations under the property tax method. Be- 
fore St. Louis county assessments were raised 
by the State Tax Commission there was good 
reason for that stand. But on the basis of Com- 
mission figures. the average county assessment 
now has been lifted so close to the average in 
the city that St. Louis taxpayers ought not to be 
unduly discriminated against. 

All of which suggests that while the District's 
trustees re-examine their budget in an effort 
to bring the service charge figure more in ‘line, 
they also ought to see if they can persuade the 
City Administration to change its mind on the 
property tax. It would be fairer to everyone in 
the District and much simpler to levy and collect. 
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A Good Citizen 


The closing of a life such as that of Ernest W. 
Stix is sad to record. Mr. Stix was a good busi- 
nessman and a good citizen, helping many insti- 
tutions with his means and his time. A member 
of the corporation of Washington University, he 
was especially devoted to education, regarding 
it as the chief instrument for carrying each suc- 
ceeding generation a little nearer the stars. Hap- 
pily, many another shared those virtues. Warmer 
than these was Ernest Stix’s broadness of spirit. 
He liked people, respected them, talked to them, 
listened to them, laughed with them. He knew 
the meanness in the struggle to live, and he 
lifted people, many people, above this to the 
joy of living. 
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Invitation to Save Face 
The Police Board's “invitation” to members of 
a Missourt House investigating committee to dis- 
cuss crime, pensions and other police matters 
ought to save face for everyone concerned.

Impasse presented by the Bulganin letter to 
President Eisenhower may be read into two of 
the opening speeches before the United Nations 
General Assembly. 

French Foreign Minister Pinay and Canada's 
Health Minister Paul Martin both urged a syn- 
thesis of proposals put forward by the United 
States, the Soviet Union, Britain and France. 
Mr. Martin in particular seemed to be hopeful 
that some degree of agreement might be in sight. 

There is no reason, he said, why the Ejisen- 
hower plan of aerial inspection, the Russian plan 
of ground inspection at key points, the British 
plan of zonal inspection along the East-West fron- 
tier, and the French plan of limiting arms budg- 
etr should rot all become “steps along the way” 
to general disarmament. 

Combining all of these proposals into one dis- 


armament plan would require some modification.

According to Dr. White, it was wise to wait for’ 
some hours before taking the electrocardiogram, 
as Dr. Snyder did, and he defends the White 
House physician's decision to take the President 
to the. hospital by car instead of by stretcher 
and ambulance. 

Thus any suspicions that proper treatment of 
the President was delayed by inaccurate or un- 
certain diagnosis appear to have been laid to 
rest. But it remains absolutely unforgivable that 
Dr. Snyder and the White House staff published 
to the world, from about 8 a.m. to 2:30 p.m., a 
false account of the President's illness. 

During all these hours the story was that the 
President had suffered a slight attack of indi- 
gestion, yet those were the same hours when, 
as Dr. Snyder testifies, he was convinced that 
something much more serious had occurred. 

Dr. Snyder’s explanation—that he wished to 
prevent undue excitement in the household staff 
and to save Mrs. Eisenhower from undue alarm 
—does not hold water. A skilled approach could 
have accomplished these objects without falsify- 
ing the news. Indeed, it would havé been better 
to make no public announcement at all than to 
make a false announcement. 

It is only fair to say that this occurred in the 
absénce of White House Press Secretary James 
C. Hagerty,. who proved his own devotion to 
frank dealing with the public when he arranged 
the press conference with Dr. White. We only 
wish that all officials knew what Mr. Hagerty 
apparently knows—that the American people 
can be trusted with the truth. 
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Supply Sergeants to the Rear! 

It's a fair bet that supply sergeants with a 
sleeve full of hash marks will not take kindly to 
the Army’s test plan for operating supply centers 
on a supermarket, self-service basis.. Under the 
plan, the supply sergeants wil] go to, post “super- 
markets” armed with a company or attery.shop- 
ping plate, a list.-of wants approved by the unit 
commander and a paper showing the unit's 
credit status, Drawing a shopping cart for small 
orders or a flat bed hand truck for a large 
one, the sergeant will load up and then be 
checked ‘out. 
~“This system will render useless the extraordi- 
nary skill that obdfitme supply sergeants can dis- 
play in juggling requisitions, isste slips, shipping 
tickets and memorandum fretéipts. The best 
moonlight requisitioner will be at the mercy of 
a sharp-eyed recruit-checker who will carefully 
check to see that not even an unwarranted 
bar of soap is hidden in the heaviest-loaded hand 
truck and hold up the grizzled sergeant’s shop- 
ping plate until all 48 in the clear. 
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A Rubber Stamp for Junketeers 

Many members of Congress on Official mis- 
sions abroad last summer informed themsgives 
on world affairs and as they did they will be bet- 
ter able to perform their legislative duties. But 
veteran newspaper correspondents and State De- 
partment officials told how some junketeers 
gadded about wasting Government funds and 
interfering with urgent diplomatic business. 

Any day of reckoning for junketeers is pre- 
vented by a form of congressional courtesy. The 
Senaté Appropriations Committee and the House 
Administration Committee, which receive the 
Congressmen’s expense accounts, stamp them 
“confidential.” Staff aids already have passed 
the word that the Senate committee is not going 
to violate custom. But Chairman Omar Burleson 
of the House Committee holds out some hope 
that his group will make the Representatives’ 
expense accounts public. He says he personally 
would favor it. 

Congressman Harrison A. Williams of the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee, commenting 
last Sept. 11 im the New York Times on congres- 
sional gumshoeing arotnd. the globe, said: “I 
have no idea how many tfue junketeers there 
are but I do know they are a small potent minori- 
ty who reflect unfairly on every study mission.” 
The way to reveal some of these true junketeers 
would be for the responsible committees to stop 
stamping “confidential” on expense accounts. 
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Just Ruling by Secretary Thomas 

Secretary of the Navy Charles S. Thomas 
reached a-most sane and sensible verdict in 
awarding a reserve commission to Eugene W. 
Landy. 

The Landy cate was the last of three widely 
publicized “guilt by kinship” cases to be dis- 
posed of by the armed services. Landy, a 21- 
year-old honor graduate of the Merchant Ma- 
rine Academy, was denied a commission because 
his mother.once was a Communist. 


Two naval boards had already turned Landy 
down when Sécretafy Thomas ordered a further 
review by a spécial It also rejected Landy. 

At this point the Secretary of the Navy made 
a detailed review of his. own and rendered 
a contrary and, we think Americans will agree, 
a right judgment. 

Mr. Thomas points out that Navy instructions 
call for an “overajl common sense” approach 
toward applications for the naval service. Thus 
he found that the issue was not whether Landy 
was guilty of “sympathetic association” with a 
Communist because of his rfatural association 
with his mother. The issue was whether Landy 
had been influenced by her or anybody else in a 
subversive manner. 

Secretary Thomas found nothing subversive 
about youu Landy. He found that Landy’s asso- 
ciation with his mother was not political. In 
short, the Secretary of the Navy judged Landy 
by Landy and not by his relatives. 

Since three naval boards had failed to do this, 
Secretary Thomas deserves generous credit for 
bringing the Navy's personnel procedure back 
both to common sense and Cameptary, justice.

This was the bitter charge hurled by 
Harold T. Halfpenny, counsel for the 
National Standard Parts Association— 
a group representing some 350 manu- 
facturers and 2500 wholesalers of auto- 
motive parts, supplies and equipment.

The big car manufacturers, Halfpenny 
charged, force their parts suppliers to 
sell them equipment at—or below— 
cost. .The small independents have to 
stand still for this, according to Half- 
penny, because they need to have their 
parts used as standard equipment on 
original new cars in order to get their 
share, of the replacement and service 
market 

It's in the replacement and service 
market where the independént can 
make his profit, Halfpenny argued. Yet 
it is in this very replacement and serv- 
ice area where the big auto manufactur- 
ers are able to set their own prices be- 
cause they, in turn, pay so Hhittle for 
parts and equipment 

The trade group spokesman called on 
the Government as the only force strong 
enough to prevent a car repair monop- 
oly by the Big Three. ‘But, Halfpenny 
complained, FTC has been attacking 
the pricing practices of the small inde- 
pendent parts makers, “instead of pro- 
ceeding at the root of the problem.” 

In cases affecting more than a dozen 
different auto parts independents, FTC 
recently has banned quantity discounts 
as illegal and discriminatory. Halfpen- 
ny said FTC also has “wholly failed” to 
give the independents clear-cut guides 
as to how they can make their pricing 
policies fit. in with.. Robinson-Patman 
standards.

In a speech the other day Senator 
Barrett of Wyoming called on the Fed- 
eral Government to “terminate its trus- 
teeship over the public lands in the 
West.” 

Senator Barrett, a lawyer and stock- 
man in private life. long has cham- 
pioned the “return” of the public lands 
to the states and has been the author of 
several bills to carry out the aim. 

Since Mr. Barrett presumes to speak 
for all Western states, it behooves other 
residents of these states to make known 
their views on the move he so eloquently 
espouses. We believe niany residents of 
the Intermountain West strongly oppose 
any wholesale transfer of federal lands 
to state administration, especially the 
national forests and the national parks. 

The national parks and forests com- 
prise the major -watersheds, making 
living possible in the semi-arid West for 
20,000,000 people. And while federal ad- 
ministration in some cases leaves much 


to be desired, the record of sfate gov- 
ernments in land management has been 
anything but impressive. In some in- 
stances, the record has been character- 
ized. by favoritism and incompetent 
administration, although the need for 
conservation is being recognized lately. 
It is not belittling the good work of 
state land and forestry people to point 
out the inadequacy of their staffs, equip- 
ment and resources fer assuming the 
gigantic undertaking proposed. 

Mr. Barrett's theme is not new and it 
has political appeal in the Intermoun- 
tain West, where the Federal Govern- 
ment administers half or more of the 
land area as well as-vast stores of nat- 
ural resources. . 

The time is late for Western spokes- 
men to stop making impractical and ir- 
responsible demands for the return of 
what the Western states never have 
possessed and are not prepared to effi- 
ciently and fairly administer.

Egyptians 5: dened at 
Reports U.S. May Cut 
Off Aid if Arms Deal 
Goes Through. 


CAIRO, Oct. 1 (AP)—Ameri- 
can special envoy George Allen 
talked for nearly two hours 
with Premier Gamel Abdel 
Nasser today. He later denied 
that possible withdrawal of 
United States economic aid to 
' Egypt was discussed. 

High Egyptian circles were 

angéred at press reports the 
United States Assistant Secre- 
tary of State might threaten to 
tit “off aid if Egypt went 
through with a deal to swap 
rice and cotton for Communist 
arms from Czechoslovakia. 
, Allen told reporters his talk 
with Nasser was very pleasant. 
Askéd if he offered arms or 
other inducement to Egypt, Al- 
len said, “I cannot say anything 
about that.” He said he had no 
information about the reported 
American intention to cancel 
economic aid to Egypt. 

“All I know is what I read in 
sofie newspapers,” he said. “In 
any case, this was not discussed 
by me and the Premier today.” 

Allen was accompanied by 
United States Ambassador Hen- 
ry Byroade in the meeting, one 
of several in a day of intense 
political activity in the Egyp- 
tian capital. 

Nasser met with British Am- 
bassador Sir Humphrey Trevel- 
yan and French Ambassador | 
Comte Armand du Chayla be- 
fore seeing Allen. Then he re- 
ceived Soviet Ambassador Dan- 
jel Solod. 

Allen ‘told reporters, “a sov- 
ereign nation has the right to 
get arms from any source.” 

“This is the right every sov- 
eréign state enjoys,” he said. 
“No doubt if a state lacks the 
right it will not enjoy complete 
sovereignty.” 

Asked why, in view of this 
statement, the United States 
opposes Egypt’s purchase of 
arms from the Soviet bloc, 
Alfern said, “You want to put | 
words into my mouth.”

AIDS EXPECTED 


New Government Due 
to Be Inflexible in 
Cases of ‘UsAlawful 
Enrichment.’ 


BUENOS AIRES, Oct. 1 (AP) 
—Argentina’s new government 
today was reported planning 
“inflexible” action against per- 
sons who wrongly enriched 
themselves in the regime of 
ousted President Juan D. Peron. 

The newspaper La Razon said 
“it has been learned , . . that 


the government will be in- 
flexible against those who may 
have fallen into the crime of 
unlawful enrichment.” 

In the last few days the pro- 
visional government of Presi- 
dent Eduardo Lonardi has re- 
leased a broadside of charges 
that many of Peron’s henchmen 
acquired huge fortunes through 
shady dealings. The govern- 
ment also has reported finding 
fabulous collections of jewels 
and other valuables belonging 
to the fallen dictator. 


Gems, Money Found. 

Federal police released two 
letters they said Peron wrote to 
a 16-year-old girl and said they 
found $23,000 worth of jewelry 
and $22,000 in cash at the girl's 
home.

EW of us are interested in 
F statistics Ask your friends 

how long and how wide 
Missouri is and they will do 
well if they can tell within a 
hundred miles. Ask someone 
the population of the United 
States. He undoubtedly will 
give an answer that isn't even 
close. 

No matter how little im- 
portance We attach to statistics 
we cannot escape their effect 
on our daily lives. A national 
census is necessary for grant- 
ing certain rights and privileges 
to states and communities. Our 
birth became part of a series 
of tables and our death will 
assume a similar place. Certain 
illnesses which attack us are re- 
ported and recorded. We are 
each one of us a part of our 
community's statistical record, 
whether we realize it or not. 


One of the most important 
functions of the St. Louis 
Health Division is to record 
births, deaths and certain dis- 
eases. The figures accumulated 
are called “Vital Statistics.” 
Over a period of time they are 
translated into information that 
can help us to live longer, 
healthier lives. These very fig- 
ures — gathered from every 
corner of our country — are 
actually the basis for thosé in- 
surance premiums we pay each 
year. 


A steady increase in a disease 
as a cause of death points out 
where efforts need to be con- 
centrated. Likewise, a decrease 
in an illness shows that present 
practices are paying dividends. 
For example, not too many 
years ago diphtheria was one 
of the most dreaded diseases of 
childhood and one of the 10 
leading causes of death. Now,
